Secretary Tillerson rose through the ranks to become
president of the corporation and a member of the board of
directors in 2004, and served as ExxonMobil's chairman
and chief executive officer from 2006 to 2016.

Secretary Tillerson has a longstanding involvement with the
Boy Scouts of America, earning its highest rank of
Distinguished Eagle Scout in his youth. He is a former
member of the Boy Scouts of America’s Executive
Committee and served as the National President of the Boy
Scouts from 2010 to 2012.

Petroleum Council, and was elected to the National Academy of Engineering in 2013. He formerly
served as a trustee of the Center for Strategic and International Studies.
